$6B loan for Alberta?

A debt-free Alberta could 
soon be borrowing 
billions to pay for 
infrastructure projects in 
order to create jobs in an 
economy that has been 
rocked in recent months, 
says Premier Ed Stelmach. 

Stelmach said the gov¬ 
ernment should look into 
taking advantage of low in¬ 
terest rates by borrowing 
$6 billion to help the 
province catch up with its 
infrastructure projects. 

He said it’s an ideal time 
to do it when the province 
has a triple-A credit rating 


— a rating better than the 
federal government’s. 

“Why wouldn’t we do it 

— it’s a good business deci¬ 
sion,” said Stelmach, after 
being questioned by Alber¬ 
ta Liberal finance critic 
Dave Taylor during ques¬ 
tion period yesterday. 

“This is like putting 
money in between the 
mattresses — we’ll draw 
on it when our revenues 
drop and that’s very good 
planning.” 

Quipped Taylor: “He’s 
talking about using some¬ 
body else’s money from 
somebody else’s mattress 

— that would be the tax¬ 
payers of Alberta who are

money back with interest.” 

The talk of borrowing 
billions came one day after 
the premier said on a Sun¬ 
day morning radio show 
that his provincial govern¬ 
ment must take advantage 
of the 0.5 per cent Canadi¬ 
an bank rate. 

“If we could borrow 
money at one, one and a 
half per cent, it makes 
good sense because you’re 
getting a third of the sav¬ 
ing on the infrastructure,” 
Stelmach told the Making 


Money radio show on 
CFCW. 

Scott Hennig, Alberta di¬ 
rector of the Canadian Tax¬ 
payers Federation, called 
Stelmach’s idea “terrible.” 

“Debt costs money and 
debt isn’t free,” he said, 

“We’re not borrowing 
this money for free and 
government never pays off 
debt as quickly as they run 
it up ... Didn’t we learn this 
in the 1980s and 1990s 
when governments were 
being pounded with debt 
repayment costs?” 

Alberta was officially de¬ 
clared debt-free in 2004 af¬ 
ter then-premier Ralph 
Klein wiped a $23-billion 
provincial debt.

Roughly 600 adults and 
children are sexually 
exploited each year in Ed¬ 
monton and there are 
many more cases in the 
city that are not reported 
to authorities, say police. 

And after proclaiming 
this week as Sexual Ex¬ 
ploitation Awareness Week 
in Edmonton with city 
politicians and members of 
Safedmonton, police Chief 
Mike Boyd says it’s a grow¬ 
ing issue in every city across 
Canada. 

“This has become a global 
issue,” said Boyd. “We can 
never turn our back on this 
important issue and we will 
continue to find more and 
effective ways to get the job 
done in preventing the vic¬ 
timization.”

courage victims to get help, 
along with reporting “ex¬ 
ploiters” to authorities. 

“The more people we 
have who are being obser¬ 
vant and willing to take ac¬ 
tion, the more we can de¬ 
crease sexual exploitation 
in our communities,” said 
Quinn.

Sentencing in Butler murder case begins

crime The sentencing hear¬ 
ing for a man found guilty 
of beating his sister-in-law 
to death with a toilet tank 
lid began yesterday, with 
testimony from a Regina 
police officer and gripping 
statements from the vic¬ 
tim’s family. 

Kenneth Butler, 26, sat 


silent in a Court of Queen’s 
Bench prisoner’s box, star¬ 
ing forward blankly be¬ 
tween sips of water, occa¬ 
sionally raising his eye¬ 
brows through testimony. 

“He was yelling he want¬ 
ed to kill someone, but it 
wasn’t directed at anyone 
at that point,” said Const. 
Craig Solomon, a Regina 
police officer who hap¬ 
pened upon Butler scream¬ 
ing on a street corner 


weeks before the brutal 
murder. 

“He kept repeating that 
he was from outer space — 
from Saturn.” 

He had been living in 
Regina, because his broth¬ 
er, Michael, bought a 
house and helped him 
move. 

After his altercation with 
police, Kenneth Butler ad¬ 
mitted himself into a psy¬ 
chiatric hospital. He re¬ 


turned to Edmonton after 
his release. 

Stephanie Butler, 25, was 
found dead inside her bed¬ 
room by her father, Dou¬ 
glas Mah Poy, on April 7, 
2007. 

He took the stand yester¬ 
day, explaining the grue¬ 
some reality of how the 
gruesome death has affect¬ 
ed his family. 

The sentencing hearing 
is expected to last all week. 


Severe cold 
batters local 
homeless

temperatures Albertans 
have been battling the bit¬ 
ter cold for the past few 
days, leaving one homeless 
Calgary man dead, and an 
Edmonton woman missing 
frostbitten fingers and 
toes. 

Police say a passerby dis¬ 
covered the woman lying 
on the ground between 
two dumpsters near 65 Av¬ 
enue and 177 Street Sun¬ 
day morning. An officer 
carried her into his patrol 
car to keep her warm. 

The officer used his jack¬ 
et and an emergency blan¬ 
ket to cover the woman, 
who was suffering from 
hypothermia. 

“From my understand¬ 
ing, she may lose some fin¬ 
gers and toes,” EPS spokes¬ 
woman Karen Carlson said. 

Police haven’t confirmed 
if the woman was home¬ 
less, but they do say the 
case isn’t considered suspi¬ 
cious. Meanwhile, a home¬ 
less man in Calgaiy is dead 
after a brutal winter storm 
ripped through the city 
Saturday. 

The 53-year-old man was 
found in some bushes by a 
person walking his dog 
through a park in the city’s 
northeast on Sunday 
morning. 

Though an autopsy has 
yet to be performed, police 
say the man’s death is not 
being considered suspi¬ 
cious.

Conditions right for 
avalanches: Experts 


“You live in the mountains and avalanches 
come down. That’s just what happens.”

Keith Grasdal knows snow. 

Three decades of snow- 
mobiling in the east Koote¬ 
nay region of B.C. have 
taught him the only certain¬ 
ty about avalanches is the 
direction they come down. 

“If you’re in the wrong 
spot at the wrong time, it’s 
just one of those things,” 
said Grasdal yesterday. 

It has been a rough year 
for avalanches, especially in 
southeastern B.C., where 
two Calgaiy skiers died over 
the weekend after an acci¬ 
dent in a permanently 
closed avalanche spot near 
the Kicking Horse Resort in 
Golden. 

Grasdal, a member of the 
Cranbroolc Snowmobile 
Club, said this season there 
was early snowfall and now 
there’s soft, sugaiy snow 
underneath a layer of crust 
with colder-than-normal 
temperatures keeping the 


snow, especially in the 
baclccountry, unstable. 

In December, eight snow- 
mobilers died after three 
avalanches swept 11 men 
off their machines. Grasdal, 
who has caused minor ava¬ 
lanches but considers him¬ 
self lucky never to have 
been caught in one, said no 
one ever forgets the risks. 

“You live in the moun¬ 
tains and avalanches come 
down. That’s just what hap¬ 
pens.” 

This season already there 
have been 18 deaths associ¬ 
ated with avalanches in the 
area; over the past 10 years, 
the average has been 14 fa¬ 
talities. 

University of Calgary ava¬ 


lanche researcher Bruce 
Jamieson said there was less 
snowfall this year than nor¬ 
mal and with less snow, the 
number of avalanche fatali¬ 
ties were predictable. 

“When we see a thinner- 
than-average snow pack we 
get more weak layers in the 
snow, and those are more 
often (triggered) by skiers 
and snowmobilers and 
snowboarders,” said 

Jamieson. “When we saw 
the shallow snow pack and 
the cold temperatures in 
December, we knew it was 
likely to be one of the win¬ 
ters where there was an 
(above-average) number of 
recreational fatalities.”

Obama repeals restrictions set by Bush administration 


U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma lifted restrictions on 
federal funding of human 
embryonic stem cell 
research yesterday, anger¬ 
ing abortion opponents, 
but cheering those who 
believe the study could 
produce treatments for 
many diseases. 

“We will lift the ban on 
federal funding for prom¬ 
ising embryonic stem cell 
research,” Obama said to 
vigorous applause at a 
White House gathering. 

“We will also vigorously 
support scientists who 
pursue this research. And 
we will aim for America 
to lead the world in the 
discoveries it one day may 
yield.”

Newt’s economic crystal ball predictions 


InBusiness \ 




hen even 
Newt Gin¬ 
grich has an 
opinion 
about the 
duration of the recession, 
you know economic fore¬ 
casting is now officially as 
out of control as, say, U.S. 
mortgage lending was a 


year and a half ago. Reason¬ 
able people think we’ll hit 
bottom anywhere from a 
few months to a few years 
out. Gingrich, a former 
House of Representatives 
Speaker and all-around 
gloomy anti-bailout Republi¬ 
can, thinks the U.S. won’t be 
in good shape for three to 
five years. 

But really, though, how 
long is it going to take be¬ 
fore job losses, bailouts, 
falling share prices and 
slumping GDP numbers 
yield to good news? If histo¬ 
ry is any guide, Canada’s 
economy should look a lot 
better by late 2010. 


How do I know this? Well, 
the National Bureau of Eco¬ 
nomic Research in the U.S. 
records 32 economic cycles 
since 1854 — a cycle being 
the period from one peak of 
economic activity to anoth¬ 
er. On average, recessions 
last 17 months while peri¬ 
ods of expansion are 
more than twice as long, 
typically 38 months. In 
the period from 1945 to 
2001, during which the 
U.S. experienced 
10 economic cy¬ 
cles, the num¬ 
bers are more 
congenial. 

Post-war 


cessions average 10 months 
with growth periods run¬ 
ning 57 months, perhaps a 
tribute to the economic 
management tools devel¬ 
oped in the wake of the 
Great Depression. 

But let’s be cautious. Us¬ 
ing the broader, 155-year av¬ 
erages, and accepting the 
consensus that the U.S. 
economy peaked in De¬ 
cember 2007, Americans 
should hit bottom rough¬ 
ly in May. Thereafter, 
we could see a 
gradual return to 
growth that tops 
out in about July 
2012. 



Canada, however, didn’t 
peak until the third quarter 
of 2008, roughly nine 
months after the U.S., which 
suggests we may not even 
bottom until Februaiy 2010. 
Then, things could improve 
briskly, paced by a U.S. econ¬ 
omy that’s already in second 
gear. 

Averages are just aver¬ 
ages, of course. And other 
factors — our national eco¬ 
nomic dependence on com¬ 
modities like oil and gas, for 
example — can make eco¬ 
nomic forecasting a mug’s 
game. 

As a fall back position, 
consider a doomsday sce¬ 


nario. With the sole excep¬ 
tion of the Panic of 1873, 
when the collapse of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad 
triggered a 65-month slide 
in the U.S., the 43-month 
Great Depression is the 
worst North America has 
endured. Using that stan¬ 
dard, the U.S. won’t bottom 
until July 2011 and won’t re¬ 
ally be humming until late 
2012. Which, come to think 
of it, is pretty much what 
Newt thinks will happen.

Should faces be covered in court? 



In a recent sexual assault 
case, the judge ruled that a 
woman complainant must 
show her face, even though 
she argued it was her reli¬ 
gious right to wear the full 
face covering (the niqab). 

The judge’s decision was 
based on the fact she 
showed her face for her dri¬ 
ver’s licence, so her face can 
be seen by anyone who 
needs proof of her identity. 
The judge also said showing 
her face is necessary so the 
accused and their lawyers 
can assess her demeanour, 
with all the cues provided by 
facial and verbal expres-

sions. 

The judge’s decision is be¬ 
ing appealed to the Ontario 
Supreme Court. The Ontario 
Human Rights Commission 
has asked for intervener sta¬ 
tus at the court so it can ex¬ 
plain religious rights. 

This seemingly simple is¬ 
sue raises major issues about 
religious rights: The right of 
the accused, diverse inter¬ 
pretation of religious injunc¬ 
tions and religious/cultural 
accommodation. 

Face covering is demand¬ 
ed by some extreme conser¬ 
vative Muslims, and the 
Toronto woman is choosing 


this conservative interpreta¬ 
tion for herself, although 
this is not required in Islam. 

The difficulty for someone 
like me is that I must respect 
the woman’s choice and I 
cannot tell the woman she 
must show her face, and for 
all I know this particular 
woman is fully integrated in¬ 
to Canadian society. 

However, this conundrum 
goes beyond the courtroom. 

There are some Muslims 
who are increasing the num¬ 
ber of identity markers, for 
example the niqab, to create 
a distinct identity, which is 
leading to self- segregation. 

Before I am lambasted, I 
acknowledge that I am gen¬ 
eralizing when I say wearing 
the niqab creates a separa¬ 
tion between a woman and 
all others — and may, in 
many instances, restrict full 


participation in Canadian so¬ 
ciety. 

Surely we Muslims should 
be active participants be¬ 
cause we cannot fight 
racism and discrimination 
nor demand changes if we 
are not involved as full citi¬ 
zens. 

I don’t envy the Ontario 
Supreme Court judge who 
has to make this Solomon- 
lilce decision regarding the 
conflict between rights. 

I am sure the judge will 
consider the resolution of 
such cases may strengthen 
the more conservative el¬ 
ements within the Muslim 
communities and set prece¬ 
dents for the legal system.

Housing starts drop 12 . 3 % 


Canadian housing starts 
fell by a greater than 
expected 12.3 per cent in 
February, marking a sixth 
consecutive monthly 
decline and their lowest 
level since June 2000, as 
the domestic economy 
struggles through a major 
downturn. 

Groundbrealcings on 
new homes dropped to a 
seasonally adjusted annu¬ 
alized rate of 134,600 units 
last month from 153,500 
in January, with declines 
seen in the single- and 
multiple-dwelling sectors, 
Canada Mortgage and 
Housing Corp. said yester- 
day. 

But there was a silver lin¬ 
ing in the weak numbers.

Financial asset losses in 
developing Asia, which 
suffered more than other 
emerging markets, 
totalled $9.6 trillion, or 
just over one year’s worth 
of developing Asia’s gross 
domestic product, the 
study said. 

“The previous sense of 
strength and invulnerabili¬ 
ty is now gone,” said the 
ADB-sponsored study, not¬ 
ing that “there were con¬ 
cerns about the effect of a 
shallow recession in the 
United States, but the gen¬ 
eral perception was that 
Asia, the largest regional 
emerging market group, 
was doing well.” 

Based on the study, the 
estimates measure the 
losses in equity and bond 
markets, including those 
based on mortgages and 
other assets, and the 
depreciations of 
currencies against the U.S.

S ooner or later, most 
parents will be look¬ 
ing for child care — 
whether it’s day¬ 
care, a nanny, or (if 
you’re lucky) grandparents. 

But which option will 
best fit into your daily rou¬ 
tine and spending plan? 
Most parents will agree that 
it’s tough to find quality 
care and make the most of 
your dollars. 

Now if you can’t find a 
full-time family member, 
daycare is often one of the 
most popular options. How¬ 
ever, with daycare spaces 
being limited and waiting 
times averaging a year or 
more, it’s a good idea to get 
on a list early. 

But signing up at too 
many daycares before 
knowing exactly what you

want can be costly. Usually 
you have to pay a deposit, 
anywhere from $20 to 
$100, and you might not 
get this money back. 

Daycare is generally a 
more affordable option if 
you have one or two chil¬ 
dren. For kids two years 
and older (depending on 
where you’re located) it 
generally costs between 


$700 to $1,000 a month, for 
full-time, licensed daycare, 
five days a week. 

Finding daycare for in¬ 
fants from six months to a 
year can be more difficult 
and because of the in¬ 
creased need for staff, it’s 
usually more expensive too. 
To keep costs down, you 
can look for a daycare that 
allows you to pack a lunch 
for your child — provided 
you have the time to make 
it. 

You also need to consider 
the time it takes to drive to 
your daycare. If it’s way off 
your route to work, you 
need to factor in gas costs 
and the hours of operation. 

The total cost of a live-in 
nanny is about $2,000 a 
month (depending on loca¬ 
tion). While their salary is 
usually around $1,000 a 
month, you’ll also need to 
pay for their employment 
benefits and pension. Plus 
you’ll need to have a spare 
room in your house. The 
plus side is you can deduct 
a portion of their room and 
board from their salary 
based on government 
guidelines. And if you hire 
through an agency you’ll al¬ 
so have to pay the agency a 
fee, which can vary from a 
one-time placement fee to a 


percentage of their salary. 

If you have a close friend 
or neighbour with kids you 
can nanny share and agree 
to split the costs of a nanny 
as some nannies will agree 
to look after up to four kids 
in one house. So if you can 
find a friend with one other 
child, you would cut the 
cost of a nanny in half.

Spring Lending 
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Do your research before buying a home, experts say

If you’re a first-time buyer 
with a steady financial sit¬ 
uation, you might be 
chomping at the bit to 
catch a good deal in the 
current down market — 
just make sure you crunch 
the numbers first. 

Jim Rawson, a regional 
manager with Canadian 
mortgage brokerage firm 
Invis, says the weak econo¬ 
my has made real estate a 
buyer’s market in most 
parts of Canada and the 
spring and summer 
months could see a wave 
of buying if bargains con¬ 
tinue to make it onto the 
market. 

Yet, the economy hasn’t 
shown major signs of an 
upswing, so you should be 
wary of biting off more 
than you can chew. 

Bottom line: Don’t rush 
into anything, because you 
don’t need to — do your re¬ 
search, take your time and 
shop around. 

Rawson says the most 
important thing to do be¬ 
fore setting out to buy a 
house is to get a pre-ap¬ 
proval on your mortgage 
so you’ll know exactly how 
much home you can af¬ 
ford. 

“You don’t want to go 
out looking for that first 
home without knowing 
how much you can afford 
to spend. A lot of home 
buyers will go out and find 
their dream home only to 
realize there’s no way they 
could afford it,” Rawson 
said. 

If you need a little extra 
money for your down pay¬ 
ment and you are a first¬ 
time buyer, you or your 
partner can take out up to 
$25,000 per person from 
your RRSP for any reason

related to buying a home 
— including covering clos¬ 
ing fees, land transfer tax¬ 
es or a down payment. You 
then have 15 years to re¬ 
pay the money back into 
your RRSP. 

Gary Robertson, a finan¬ 


cial adviser with Edward 
Jones, says you do have to 
be careful if you start dip¬ 
ping too deeply into things 
like RRSPs or emergency 
funds to buy your house, 
however. 

“Don’t stretch yourself 


to the limit — leave some 
wiggle room because you 
need to afford the expens¬ 
es that come with owning 
a home. 

“Utilities, property taxes, 
condo fees — all those 
things have to be added in 


and that could make the 
home not affordable,” 
Robertson said. 

Plan for the worst possi¬ 
ble scenario and make sure 
you can adjust accordingly, 
as current interest rates 
can seem deceptively low. 


“Be pessimistic about 
the future of interest 
rates. If you’re paying 4 
per cent now, you’re prob¬ 
ably going to be paying 6 
to 7 per cent upon renew¬ 
al of your mortgage,” 
Robertson said.

Break can reduce taxes by 15 per cent

A tax break introduced in 
Stephen Harper’s 2009 
budget is good news for 
home-owners planning 
renovations, experts say. 

“Anyone who’s thinking 
of doing any kind of home 
renovation over the next 
few years should probably 
try to accelerate that if 
they can afford to,” said 
Jamie Golombek, manag¬ 
ing director of tax and es¬ 
tate planning for CIBC. 

The Home Renovation 
Tax Credit is valid for any 
home-renovation expenses 
paid after Jan. 27 and be¬ 
fore Feb. 1, 2010. Tax-pay¬ 
ers can claim a credit that 
reduces taxes payable by 
15 per cent of expenses 
over $1,000 and under 
$10,000. A bit of math re¬ 
veals that gives you a maxi¬ 


mum credit of $1,350. 

“They really have to be 
expenses that are of an 
‘enduring nature,’ some¬ 
thing integral to the 
dwelling. That includes the 
cost of labour and building 
materials,” Golombek ex¬ 
plained. 

Renovating your kitchen 
or bathroom, or putting in 
new carpeting, hard-wood 
floors, a new deck or other 
extension, furnace, roof, 
driveway, interior and ex¬ 
terior painting, in-ground 
swimming pools and land¬ 
scaping all qualify. 

Things like furniture, ap¬ 
pliances, carpet cleaning, 
house cleaning and snow 
removal don’t qualify. 


Golombek reminds people 
to save their receipts, and 
notes that Cra-arc.gc.ca has 
a list of what qualifies. 

The tax break is also 
good for the owner of vaca¬ 
tion property. 

When it comes time to 
do the work, do the math 
first, says Janice Rice of 
Canada Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation. “In 
this case, the pen is mighti¬ 
er than the hammer.” 

First, assess what you 
want to renovate and how 
much that will cost. Next, 
explore your financing op¬ 
tions. If the cost is low, 
credit cards, renovation 
loans or lines of credit may 
be the best fit. 

“These products are ex¬ 
cellent for renovations 
someone wants to pay off 
in a short period of time,” 
Rice says. The interest 
rates are higher, but the 
loans are more convenient. 

If you have major plans, 
look at spreading the cost 
over a longer period with a 
mortgage. That can be a 
conventional mortgage, 
which will typically go up 
to 80 per cent of the prop¬ 
erty value, or a CMHC-in- 
sured mortgage. 

“That allows the home 
owner to get a maximum 
mortgage amount of 95 
per cent,” she explains. “It 
gives them the ability to fi¬ 
nance a larger-scale reno¬ 
vation over a longer period 
of time at very competitive 
interest rates.”

Doing double duty 

New pupils must adapt to living abroad

International student 
Leonie Charlton has twice 
the work of her peers: The 
courses she’s enrolled in 
and learning about the 
city in which they’re 
offered. 

“I had never been in win¬ 
ter before I came (to Toron¬ 
to),” says the Jamaican- 
born Humber College busi¬ 
ness student. “So the cold 
was a shock, but I liked the 
atmosphere, I liked the so¬ 
ciety and I liked how it’s 
veiy accepting.” 

Charlton feels an inter¬ 
national education puts 
her at an advantage. 
“We’re not one of the 
more developed nations, 


so in order to get a better 
grasp of how business op¬ 
erates and get an interna¬ 
tional scope of what really 
happens outside of my lit¬ 
tle area, I wanted to choose 
a more post-industrial na¬ 
tion that is multicultural 
and accepting. Where you 
can grow in its society.” 

In turn, international 
students contribute to the 
growth of society, accord¬ 
ing to Michelle Suderman, 
associate director of inter¬ 
national student develop¬ 
ment at the University of 
British Columbia. 

“Students tell us they 
come away with a much 
better understanding of the 
way people in other parts 
of the world see an issue,” 
Suderman says. “If they’re 
in a class with Canadians 


and other international stu¬ 
dents, they’re amazed at 
how many different ways 
there are at looking at the 
same problem.” 

For Christine Boalce, a 
graduate of Parsons the 
New School for Design, 
studying in New York was 
less of a culture shock but 
equally rewarding. “You 
get to experience a differ¬ 
ent culture and learn to 
adapt to all its nuances,” 
she says, “but you also rep¬ 
resent your own country. I 
was always very proud that 
I was Canadian.” 

Both Boalce and Charl¬ 
ton feel that completing a 
degree abroad puts them 
at an advantage in the job 
market. But learning 
away from home can be 
difficult. 


For Boalce it was the 
constant upkeep of docu¬ 
mentation to get in and 
out of the country. Charl¬ 
ton is finding her 
Caribbean work experi¬ 
ence is not transferable to 
the Canadian job market. 

For others, it’s “getting 
used to a completely new 
way of living and often a 


completely different lan¬ 
guage,” says Suderman. 
“Students tell us even 
small tasks like taking the 
bus can be complicated 
because they don’t know 
they have to step down or 
ring the bell. There’s a 
constant feeling of being 
a fish out of water.” 

But “feeling like a for¬ 


eigner is an interesting 
experience in and of it¬ 
self,” says Boalce. 

It’s part of the educa¬ 
tions says Charlton: “Ex¬ 
plore, get to know things, 
ask questions. There’s 
never a silly question. If 
someone’s laughing at 
you, fine. You learn from 
it.”

Students trade sandals for snowsuits

While the animals were 
escaping back to Africa in 
the movie, 15 students 
from Madagascar have 
made their escape to 
Edmonton to sharpen 
their skills as millwrights 
and in instrumentation. 

Trading in sandals for 
snowsuits, these NAIT stu¬ 
dents are hoping to take 
back these valued skills to 
the high-tech nickel and 
cobalt mine and refinery 
being built by Sherritt-Am- 
batovy in Madagascar. 

“The relationship be¬ 
tween NAIT and Sherritt 
goes way back,” says Igna¬ 
cio Garcia, account manag¬ 
er for the Department of 
Corporate and Internation¬ 
al Training at NAIT. “We 
have a good handle on 
what their training needs 
and requirements are.” 

The eight instrumenta¬ 
tion students and seven 
millwrights will be train¬ 
ing in the Edmonton area 
for eight months as part of 
the partnership between 
NAIT’s Corporate and In¬ 


ternational Training De¬ 
partment and Sherritt-Am- 
batovy. 

Although Edmonton 
seems like an unusual loca¬ 
tion for this type of train¬ 
ing, Sherritt’s nickel refin¬ 
ery in Fort Saskatchewan 
actually makes it the per¬ 
fect site for on the job 
training. 

“There is no comparable 
training supplier in Mada¬ 
gascar; it is like night and 
day,” says Garcia. 

Most of these Malagasy 
students are coming to Ed¬ 
monton as well-educated 
and trained engineers but 
require this training for 
their key positions at their 
refinery back home. 

“The refinery they are 
building will be the latest 
and greatest, it will look 
like 2010,” says Garcia. 

The objective of this pro¬ 
gram is to transfer the lat¬ 
est technologies back to 
Madagascar. 

“These students are very 
keen and very knowledge¬ 
able;, they basically picked 
the cream of the crop,” 
says Garcia. “They are 
sponges and they absorb a 
lot of information.” 


This is the first time 
NAIT has seen a group 
from Madagascar and has 
been excited to learn about 
the culture from these stu¬ 
dents. 

“We welcome them with 


open arms,” says Garcia. 

Upon arriving at the air¬ 
port, Khaled Abdurahim 
was there to greet them 
that November day. 

“They looked shy and 
spoke very little English,” 


says Abdurahim, project 
co-ordinator responsible 
for the student’s logistic 
support during their stay 
at NAIT. 

Part of what makes this 
program so unique is that

all of the technical training 
is being delivered in French. 

“We now have no prob¬ 
lem communicating with 
them,” says Abdurahim. 

With a 50 C temperature 
difference from Madagas¬ 
car, these students are ad¬ 
justing well to the Alberta 
white winter. 

Along with their techni¬ 
cal skills, this group also 
brings some musical talent 
with them, with all of 
them able to either sing or 
play instruments. 

They had the chance to 
show off these skills this 
past weekend when they 
entertained guests at 
NAIT’s Annual SS Benefit 
Cruise. 

“They’re a great bunch 
of guys that have fit in well 
at our institution,” says Ab¬ 
durahim.

More than a board

Nurses at Norquest College 
are talking to, interacting 
with, and diagnosing pa¬ 
tients without ever meet¬ 
ing a soul. 

New at the college are in¬ 
novative mannequins — 
which are similar to those 
featured on Grey’s Anato¬ 
my not too long ago — 
that breathe, bleed, and in¬ 
teract with the student to 
prepare them for what 
they’ll be dealing with on a 
daily basis. 

“They’re exciting for the 
nursing field,” said Jen¬ 
nifer Schneider, who is 
with the two-year nursing 
diploma program. “When I 
look at it and they’re blink¬ 
ing at me, it is a little bit 
creepy but it’s very excit¬ 
ing for learning purposes.” 

She said instructors can 
stand outside of the room 
and speak through the 
mannequins, interacting 
with the students to play 
out scenarios and allow 
the student to “diagnose” 
the artificial human. 

While they’ve had the 
technology at the school 
since September 2008, 
Schneider said they were 


introduced in January, and 
help prepare the student 
for the clinical work that’s 
part of their requirements 
for their diploma. 

“It’s not as scary to go to 
clinical when you’ve had 
experience with the man¬ 
nequins,” she said. 

The mannequins are just 
one example of the new 
technology that the pro¬ 
gram is integrating into its 
curriculum for its students 
and the school hopes it 
will attract new students. 

“I’m enjoying (the pro¬ 
gram) so far,” said student 
Jessica Belding, 23, who 
will graduate in April 2010. 

Belding says it’s good to 
get acquainted with equip¬ 
ment such as the machine 
for taking blood pressure 
before using it on a living 
human, adding students are 
less nervous and more sure 
of themselves that way. 

For any interested stu¬ 
dents, Norquest is holding 
an open house. 

“We go through the pro¬ 
gram and field any ques¬ 
tions with the students,” 
Schneider said. 

The March 24 informa¬ 
tion session will be held at 
the Health Education Cen¬ 
tre at 10232-106 St. from

King me. For Jonathan 
Schaeffer, those two 
words put an end to an 18- 
year obsession with the 
game of checkers. 

The Chinook project, a 
computer program de¬ 
signed to defeat the human 
World Checkers Champion, 
was put to rest in 2007, leav¬ 
ing Schaeffer to follow a 
new passion. 

“I seem to be obsessed 
with long-running proj¬ 
ects,” says Schaeffer, vice¬ 
provost and associate vice- 
president of information 
technology at the Universi¬ 
ty of Alberta. 

Enjoying the 15 minutes 
of fame that followed the 
completion of the Chinook 
project, Schaeffer quickly 
moved on to other involved 
projects. 

He has since written a 
book about the trials and 
tribulations of the Chinook 
project titled One Jump 
Ahead: Challenging Human 
Supremacy in Checkers. 

“I had to tell the stoiy; the 
project will never die,” says 
Schaeffer. 


The Chinook project was 
recognized by the Guinness 
Book of World Records as 
the first program to win a 
human championship in 
1996. 

The University of Water¬ 
loo graduate has also devel¬ 
oped and commercialized a 
polcer-playing program 
called Poker Academy. 

Schaeffer has now devel¬ 
oped a new fixation, design¬ 
ing a program for general 
game play, a program 
where the rules to a game 
are fed in and the program 
figures out how to defeat it. 

“I am the typical profes¬ 
sor, you finish one thing 


and you move onto the next 
thing,” says Schaeffer. “This 
is my vice.” 

Probably one of the last 
people you would want to 
invite over for a games 
night, Schaeffer is commit¬ 
ted to advancing the role of 
artificial intelligence into 
the world of game play. 

Fascinated by artificial in¬ 
telligence, Schaeffer hopes 
to one day leave his mark in 
the computer world. 

“I would like to know 
that one day I have made a 
contribution to advancing 
our understanding of how 
to make computers do intel¬ 
ligent things,” he says. 


game 

Along with the support 
of his loving family, Schaef¬ 
fer would not be able to 
achieve these sometimes 
seemingly hair-brained 
goals without a team be¬ 
hind him to assist. 

One member of the Chi¬ 
nook team recalls what it 
was like to work alongside 
Schaeffer. 

“I tried to stay on top of 
things, but Jonathan would 
often beat me to it,” says 
Neil Burch, research pro¬ 
grammer at U of A, who 
worked with Schaeffer on 
the Chinook project for 
about four years. 

Burch described Shaeffer 
as enthusiastic, imagina¬ 
tive and was never both¬ 
ered by the intense inter¬ 
ested Schaeffer showed in 
projects. 

“Maybe everyone is kind 
of bizarre and I don’t no¬ 
tice,” says Burch. 

With the right mix of 
bizarre and brilliance, 
Schaeffer might be able to 
bring back some of that 
world-wide recognition the 
U of A received with the 
Chinook project. 

“At least, in my own 
mind, I am world-famous, 
so to speak,” says Schaeffer.

Lome Babiulc, vice-presi¬ 
dent (research) at the U of A, 
said the funding “allows us 
(the school) to recmit 
world-class scientists that 
we might not be able to get 
to Alberta otherwise.” 

The funding allows the 
individuals to spend more 
time on research, and usual¬ 
ly less on instmcting, and 
gives them more clout to 
apply for more research 
grants if needed from the 
government. 

Ujjayant Chalcravorty, 
who was recently funded as 
a Tier I chair, is spending 
his newfound time re¬ 
searching fossil fuels, alter¬ 
native energy sources, and 
the broader economics of 
moving into cleaner fuels. 

“There’s still a lot of work 
to be done,” said Chalcra- 
vorty, who is originally 
from India and brings to the 
university experience from 


working in various areas of 
the world, including France 
and the United States. 

He said his job is also to 
examine issues such as 
trade between countries 
and positive and negative 
implications within those 
trades, and bringing them 
into his teaching. 

“Hopefully that will at¬ 
tract other students to 
come to our university,” he 
said. 

Babiulc also sees the ap¬ 
pointment of the chairs as 
something positive, saying 
that “quality breeds quality, 
and success breeds success.” 

“World-class researchers 
... will attract world-class 
students,” Babiulc said. 
“These students are really 
the engine of our research 
economy and they keep de¬ 
veloping new ideas and new 
concepts. It really is a con¬ 
tinuum of success.” 

He said the chairs also 
bring direct benefit to socie¬ 
ty, as the chairs have a bet¬ 
ter say in potentially chang¬ 
ing or improving public pol¬ 
icy in their respective areas. 

Chalcravorty agrees, say¬ 
ing it brings recognition 
and credibility to the work 
they do and shows that they 
“have something to say.” 


Within the five Canada 
research chairs named were 
two who had their funding 
renewed: Geral Haubl in be¬ 
havioural science and elec¬ 
tronic commerce, and An¬ 
drew Waslciewicz in genet¬ 
ics of vertebrate develop¬ 
ment. 

Joanne Lemieux was 
named Canada research 
chair in membrane protein 
structure and function; Jil- 
lian Burialc was advanced 
from Tier II to Tier I funding 
in inorganic and nanoscale 
materials; and Ujjayant 
Chalcravorty was named 
Tier I Canada research chair 
in natural resource econom¬ 
ics. 

The difference between 
Tier I and Tier II is mostly 
seniority. Tier I denotes a 
more senior position and re¬ 
ceives $200,000 per year for 
seven years from the gov¬ 
ernment; Tier II is a five- 
year chair with $100,000 
per year set aside. 

The university also pro¬ 
vides significant funding to 
both tiers. 

The school now holds 92 
Canada research chairs, and 
holds a position as one of 
the top 100 teaching and re¬ 
search universities world¬ 
wide.

“Instead of just having 
artists constantly touring, 
which can get to be veiy ex¬ 
pensive, CMW brings the 
industiy all together in one 
city as a one-stop shop of 
panel discussions, live 
showcases and meetings 
with the music industiy

folk,” says the Vancouver- 
based Lawrence, whose 
satellite radio programs and 
podcasts for CBC Radio 3 of¬ 
fer one of the few strong 
mediums in Canada to pro¬ 
mote independent talent. 

You could be any one of 
West Coasters Vancougar, 
East Coasters Hey Rosetta! 
or already famous names — 
Sloan, Burton Cummings or 
Anvil — showcasing, curi¬ 
ously witnessing unfamiliar 
acts, schmoozing with 
record label execs or taking 
part in panel discussions 
with radio industiy folk. If 
lucky enough, they can all 
sit in to hear legendaiy Kiss 
bassist Gene Simmons de¬ 
liver a keynote speech. 

Lawrence also points out 
that CMW can often be uti¬ 
lized as a stepping stone to 
appearing at other presti¬ 
gious music festivals such 
as South By Southwest 
(SXSW) in Austin, Texas or 
New York City’s CMJ Music 
Marathon. 


“It can only have a posi¬ 
tive effect for those partici¬ 
pating, so it’s practically a 
necessity to be there,” 
Lawrence says. 

From the perspective of 
performers, fresh-faced tal¬ 
ent should make the most 
of the networking aspects 
CMW offers, according to 
broadcaster, researcher and 
former Canadian bureau 
chief of Billboard magazine 
Lany LeBlanc. 


“You need to target a 
booking agent and a man¬ 
ager with two or three 
artists ... and try to find acts 
that stylistically comple¬ 
ment with what you do and 
suggest a co-venture,” 
LeBlanc says. 

For the music fan, the 
plethora of talent appearing 
at CMW would go against 
the grain of reported sug¬ 
gestions that the music in¬ 
dustiy is on its death knell. 


In this Internet-friendly era, 
the added power of online 
promotion — whether aid¬ 
ed by Lawrence’s shows, 
worldwide exposure via 
YouTube and MySpace or 
mere chats between friends 
— assures the likes of Ed¬ 
monton’s quirky pop-rock¬ 
ers Hot Panda establish as 
loyal a fan base as Montreal 
trip-roclc duo Beast. 

“A lot of people out there 
would be quick to say that

the music today is worse 
now than it was years ago.

Goulash in 
a Hurry 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 ml) extra-virgin 
olive oil 

1 large onion, minced 

2 garlic cloves, crushed 

3 thick lean, boneless 
pork loin chops, cut into 
thin strips 

1 tbsp (15 ml) all-purpose 
flour 

2 x 14-oz (398-ml) cans 
crushed tomatoes 

1/2 cup (125 ml) extra-dry 
vermouth 

2 tbsp (25 ml) paprika 
1 tsp (5 ml) caraway seeds 

1 tsp (5 ml) sugar 

2 chicken bouillon cubes, 
crumbled 

1 large green pepper, seed¬ 
ed and chopped 

3 cups (750 ml) finely 
shredded red cabbage 
Salt and fresh-ground 
black pepper 

TO SERVE: 

4 tbsp (60 ml) sour cream 
Paprika 

Fresh chives 

METHOD: 

1. Heat oil in large frying 
pan or pot over high heat. 
Add onion, garlic and 
pork, and saute 3 minutes 
or until meat changes 
colour and becomes firm, 


and onion is slightly soft. 
Meanwhile, blend flour 
with 4 tbsp (60 ml) juice 
from canned tomatoes for 
a smooth paste; set aside. 

2. Stir vermouth, paprika, 
caraway seeds and sugar 
into the frying pan. Add 
tomatoes, breaking them 
up as you mix. Stir in 
bouillon cubes and flour- 
and-tomato-juice mixture. 
Bring to boil, stirring, and 
boil until juices thicken. 

3. Stir in green pepper and 
red cabbage until both are 
coated in cooking juices. 
Reduce heat, cover frying 
pan, and simmer 15 min¬ 
utes or until meat is 
cooked and vegetables are 
crisp-tender. 

4. Taste goulash and 
season with salt and pep¬ 
per, if necessary. Ladle 
goulash into bowls and 
top each with spoonful of 
sour cream and a sprinkle 
of paprika. Garnish with 
chives and serve, serves 4
